In  making  choices  for  this  year's  group  several  factors  were 
considered.  If  a  similar  program  had  appeared  in  either  the  1979  or 
1980  manual  we  did  not  include  it  in  this  collection  unless  it  had  a 
new  or  slightly  different  "twist".  Also,  we  did  not  make  any  attempt 
at  geographic  representation.  Since  many  of  these  programs  involve 
traveling  and  stopping  at  various  stations  they  are  easily  adaptable 
for  this  year's  theme  of  Book  Trek.
